THE PAVING BONDS 


STILL IN DOUBT 


Council Worried Over Then Four 


Hours Tuesday Night 


ONE SCHEME DID NOT PASS

Tbe most remarkable session in the 
history of Coshocton 's city couucil 
took place Tuesday evening. For two 
hours the members caucused in an up- 
per chamber at city hall and for two 
hours they discussed the question at 
issue in open council. £rcn then they 
could arrive at no conclusion and at 
11:30 o'clock it was decided to adjourn 
until this evening when it is hoped 
the matter will be settled. 
It was all about those bonds. Every 
person in Cosbocton who has follwed 
tbe deliberations of council knows 
that $28^00 In bonds were sold to 
Seasongood & Meyer, bond buyers of 
Cincinnati, at a premium of S965, the 
firm having deposited a check for 
flOOO as an evidence that it would 
take the bonds. Cleric Wimmer noti- 
fied them of their success as the high- 
est bidders, and in a few days received 
a letter to the effect that- the bonds 
were illegal and the firm would not 
take them. 
Other correspondence 


followed, the burden of which was 
tbat Seasongood & Meyer wanted 
their forfeit of $1000 returned. Conn 
cil was not disposed to return any- 
thing. 
It 
took 
tbe 
position 
that the bonds 
were legal and 


in 
refusing 
to 
accept 
them 
Seasongood & Meyer nad broken 
their contract with tbe city, thus for- 
feiting the (965, the premium they 
had offered. Council decided to re- 
tain the premium and send Seasoii- 
good & Meyer the difference between 
that amount, and $1.090. The clerk 
did as he was ordered, but Sersongood 
& Meyer have been in similar 'boxes. 
They had no intention of losing that 
premium 
and the 
voucher 
was 


promptly returned. 


Meantime tbe Coshocton National 


and the Commercial banks had been 
asked by Solicitor McDowell to take 
the bonds and they agreed to divide 
them paying par.828,500. Some mem- 
bers of council . understood par to 
mean the face value of tbe bonds and 
accrued Interest amounting to about 


15. The Fifth street improvement 
came up at this time and the entire 
amount was awarded to the banks. 
When the question of accrued* interest 
was raised by Mr.Powelson it was dis- 
cussed, but again council awarded the 
bonds to the banks and they prepared 
10 take them. 
Then Seasongood & Meyer awoke. 
They saw Coshocton was determined 
to keep their forfeit, and they do not 
like to lose forfeits or anything else in 
tbe way of cold cash. 
They accord- 


ingly sent Mr. Deppe to the city. He 
appeared on tbe ground Monday, and 
spent the day talking to councilmen 
and the attorneys for the banks. His 
concern wanted the bonds.be said, and 
Dbe return of their forfeit. In fact 
he expected to have the forfeit re- 
turned Tuesday evening, and even 
went so far as to talk about manda- 
mus proceedings and injunctions. 
Some attention was paid to his offer 
and 
council decided to 
talk 
it- 
over in executive session. 


Mr. Deppe had a proposition, and 
he brought the papers with him, a 
resolution and an ordinance carefully 
prepared. 
Tbe resolution declared 


that, a certain indebtedness amount- 
ing to £28,500 existed and was a valid 
and binding obligation on tbe city of 
Cosbocton. It declared it necessary 
to issue 
refunding bonds 
to the 
amount of $23,500 at 4 per cent. The 
ordinance provided for the bond issue. 
Tbe old bonds were issued at 4? per 
cent, and the gentleman from Cincin- 
nati explained tbat at 4 per cent the 
bid of Seasongood & Meyer would in 15 
years, the time the bonds are to run, 
amount to tbe same as if council in- 
sisted on the original issue at 4i per 
cent. This matter was discussed at 
great length and figured out in can- 
cns. 


When council Snail} filed into the 


chamber it was 9:30 o'clock and Presi- 
dent Weisner rapped for order. 
All 


members except, Mr. Pbarion were 
present. 
Tbe bond question, the last business 


considered, came 
up when Clerk 


Wimmer read the resolution submit- 
ted by Mr. Deppe. Mr. Powelson and 
Mr. Shaw voted nay on the question 
•M suspend the rules and pass to its 
second reading. 


"Tbe city has no outstanding in- 
debtedness such as this resolution de- 
clares,9' said Mr. Powelson, "and the 
resolution does not specify, 
even 
though we had this indebtedness, to 
whom it is owing. It also fails to 
show that tbe consent of the holder 
of the original bonds is required be- 
fore the refunding bonds are issued." 
Solicitor McDowell said he had 
never seen the resolution or the or- 
dinance before Tuesday evening, but 
he knew the representative of Season- 
good & Meyer had it prepared and 
would present it to council. Had he 
seen it, he said, be would have bad it 
amended. He agreed with Mr. Powel- 
son it should be amended. 


Mr. Powelson moved an amendment 
to the resolution embodying tbe 
changes he deemed necessary to make 
tbe proceeding binding on Seasongood 
& Meyer. Mr. Holmes seconded the 
motion. 


"I don't want to be put in the posi- 


tion as urging the passage of this reso- 
lutiou." said Mr. Johnson. 
* Season- 


good & Meyer, according to their rep- 
resentative, wil' not take the bonds 
witb the amendment Mr. Powelson 
proposes to the resolution. He is sat- 
isfied tbe resolution he presents is all 
right, and since be is the interested 
party and bto concern must pay for 


tbe bonds I think we would be safe ia 
acting on tbe resolution as it is." 
"But, Mr-Johnson, you can't refund 


bonds under the statute without this 
amendment," said Mr. Powelson. 


••That may be but it is only a tech-, 
nicalily aud these people are certainly) 
not going to raise any question after 
they have the bonds." 


"But we want to know with whom 


we are dealing- 
There is nothing 
there to show that Seaaoogood 
Meyer will take the bond*." 
"Why should there be? The bonds 


are made payable to bearer." 
"Tbe record to make it complete 
should show witb whom we deal." 
Then Mr. Powelson went out to the 
mayor's cCico and argued the p>int 
with the Cincinnati man while coun- 
cil waited, discussing the matter in- 
formally and in low tones. 
"I want to make a statement,'' said 


Mr. Powelson on bis return. ''I think 
councilmen bare made up their minds 
on ibis bond matter, but there seems 
to be some question as to the method. 
The object 
of 
my motion was to 
nave the record complete. 
If this 
gentleman objects to an amendment 
we can change to preliminary action 
and there need be no amendment. If 
the resolution is so changed and then 
read I am willing to withdraw my 
motion." 


Mr. Johnson broke the long silence 
that followed by asking "Dj you 
withdraw your amendment?" 


"On the condition I named. 
Mr. Holmes was willing to with- 


draw his second on the conditions 
proposed by Mr. Pcwelson but there 
was more silence. Mr. Powelson said 
he did not care to enter into a discus- 
sion of the amendment, and hoped 
tbe proper steps would be taken to 
make the resolution what it should 
be and insure tbe sale of bonds. 
The question was then demanded 
and when the vote was taken-Mr. 
Johnson and Mr. McCormick voted 
nay. 
The amendment carried. 
"My understanding is that Season- 


good & Meyer will nut now take tbe 
bonds," said Mr. Johnson. 
"I move the action awarding the 


bonds to the banks be rescinded." 
said Mr. Powelson. 
Mr. Zugschwert 


seconded the motion. 


Mr. Johnson said the banks had ac- 
cepted the award of the oonda made 
by council on two occasions, and they 
were preparing to take them. 
"So far as the banks are concerned 
I understood thev were not particu- 
lar about taking the bonds," said Mr. 
Powelson. "Mr. Montgomery told us 
here tbat they were willing to relieve 
council of any embarrassment, as re- 
gards the sale. We now ha ire a bid at 
a premium. 
(Mr. Powelson refer- 


red 
to 
the 
bid 
of 
the 
New 
First 
National of Columbus pre- 
sented to 
council earlier in the 
evening.) As we are we lose 8215 in- 
terest and have 
thrown away 265 
premium and the accrued interest on 
the Fifth street paving bonds.! don't 
think I misunderstood Mr. Montgom- 
ery." 


After a little more silence the vote 
was taken, Mr. Brink, Mr. Johnson 
and Mr. Weisner voting nay. There 
was some question as to whether the 
motion had carried but it- was finally 
decided tbat enough members had 
voted for the motion. 
As the matter stood BOW council 
understood Seasongood & Meyer did 
not want the bonds because of tbe 
amendment and tbe 
action selling 
them to the banks having been " re- 
scinded left them on council's hands. 
Council waited again while a num- 
ber of members had Mr. Deppe ex- 
plain his position in tbe mayor's of- 
fice. At length he entered council 
chamber and said: " In order to get 
matters moving Seasongood & Meyer 
submit their original bid." 
"How can you do this?" asked the 
solicitor. 


"It is an entirely new proceediBg." 
said Mr. Johnson. 
There was more waiting, Mr. John- 
son and Mr. Powelson talked-together, 
and finally Mr. Powelson moved an 
adjournment until this evening. 


The Natural Gas Quest 100. 


The application of the Ohio Fuel 
Supply company appeared in an ordi- 
nance asking toe privelege of laying 
pipes in the streets, alleys and public 
places of the city for the purpose of 
conveying and supplying natural gas 
to consumers and nxiug tbe rate to be 
charged for natural gas. 


Xo one was surprised. M. VT. Ton 
Scio, of the Ohio Fuel & Supply com- 
pany, bad been in tbe city for almost 
a week going over tbe ground and pre- 
senting his plan to councilmen. 


Tbe ordinance provides for laying 


pipes in streets tbat are not paved 
nor shall excavations for laying pipes 
be made in paved streets except where 
the company finds it necessary to cross 
paved streets. 


In the work of laying, repairing and 
reclaiming pipes the company agrees 
not to unnecessarily interfere witb 
tbe occupancy of any street, and in 
nowise injure or interfere with any 
existing arrangement for gas or water 
pipes, drains sewers, ditches or other 
private or public works. 
All pavements, curbs, gutters and 
round disturbed are to "be relaid with 
ue diligence, in the same manner and 


lik« condition as before the work. Tbe 
city is to be kept free from damage 
should accident occur. 
Pressure of gas in mains in tbe city 


shall not exceed 10 pounds per square 
inch as registered by suitable gauges, 
unless tbe pipe be enclosed in a larger: 
pipe which shall be ventilated at reg- \ 
ular 
intervals at least ten 
feet 


above the surface of tbe ground. 
Tbe franchise provides tbat the 


company will be ready to distribute 
gas to consumers by Sept. 1. 1903, and 
the city building be heated and light- 
ed free of charge. 


The franchise is for ten years and 
the rate to be charged shall not ex- 
ceed 28 cents per thousand feet by 
registering meter with a discount of 
10percent if paid within 10 days, 
making a net rate of 25 cents per 


thousand cubic feet. The company 
agrees to pay all costs growing out of 
the enactment and publication of the 
ordinance- 


Mr. Shaw mored the ordinance be 
read tbe second time.

Shaw, Mr. McCormick and Mr. Pha- 
rlon. Tbe Kissner ordinance was read 
by its title and also referred to the 
committee. Tbey are to report at tbe 
next meeting. 


Water W.rks tep*rt 


The monthly report of tbe water 
department was submitted to council, 
and proved interesting because it 
showed an overdraft ot $134.20. The 
expenditure during July was 991268. 
Improvements amounting to $414.88 
were made, tbe work consisting of 
pipe fitting and labor for toying cross 
sections and service pipes on streets 
that are to be paved.' Tbe report was 
signed by Trustees Walker and Keagy 
and Superintendent Baiff. 


Eleventh Street Extcaskw. 


Mr. Powelson, Mr. Tish and Mr. 
Dencer, tbe committee appointed to 
consider the extension of Eleventh 
street, reported tbat they hare inves- 
tigated the value of the properties re- 
quired for the opening of the street. 
They valued, the Hay property on 
Chestnut at $1,200, tbe George Wan- 
namaker and Shannon properties on 
East Main at $1,200 and-*l,500;respect- 
ively. 


No action was taken as the com- i 
mittee was appointed for tbe infor- 
mation.of council. Mr. Powelson ex- 
plained council would realize about 
8900 from the sale of buildings on the 
property.

Co&hocton's new piano factory will 
be kDuwn as the Button Piano & Or- 
gan company. The deal for toe pur- 
chase tf a plant at Wooster was closed 
Tuesday. 


As stated in TUB AGE a company 
was organized In Coshocton for the 
purpose of manufacturing pianos and 
organs, and declared its intention to 
erect a factory on the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie in the upper part of the 
city. 
Since that time the officers 
have been busy completing the de- 
tails and preparing to let the coa- 
tracts for the buildings. 
Tuesday a new move was made. F. 
R. Martin. E. A. Jones, T. H.Elliott 
and J. A. Compton went to Wonster 
for the purpose of negotiating for the 
Boston Piano plant located at 'that 
place. They contracted for the equip- 
ment complete with over 100 pianos In 
different stages of construction. 
It 
will be moved to Coshocton withi n 
the next 60 days, with the force new at 
work in Wooster, and -as- soon as 
the proposed factory on the hill is 
completed the new Coshocton compa- 
ny will be known as the Boston Piano 
& Organ company. 


Mr. Taylor and Mr. Ohlinger, prac- 
tically the owners of the Boston com- 
pany at Wcoster, one an attorney and 
the other a banker, said in substance 
to the committee from the Coshocton 
company: 


"Gentlemen, there has never been a 
time, even when we were running full 
force, that we could not nave sold 
without a man on the road twice a« 
many pianos as we could make, and 
we would not dispose of this plant if 
we were younger men and not already 
engrossed in various other work and 
enterprises, for we are very much in- 
terested in piano manufacturing and 
know of no cleaner and nicer and bet- 
ter business, and we want to take 
some stock with you ana keep in 
couch with the Boston piano for which 
we will always retain a friendly in- 
terest.--" 
The Wooster people have not been 


making organs since they bought, 10 
rears ago, the plant in Boston and 
•noved it to Wooster. The Coshocton 
company expect, not only to improve 
the Boston piano, which already has 
quite a reputation with the trade.but 
to build an organ equal in quality.
